History of tlie Tariffs- 

Eveiyhody (in Britiah Cohniilna) ro- 
members "tlie War of tho Tiuuftb-." It 
continued for a period of about four 
years and only ended last session. 
Is it ended ? Who can tell when tho 
irrepressible Bunsteb may unmask his 
batteries and blaze away again ? It is 
interesting, it should bo profitable, to 
look back, now that the smoke evoked 
by contending battalions has cleared 
away and no longer obscures the 
Tision, and see how gradually but sure- 
ly public opinion has veered round to 
rhe right, and sustained the position 
taken from the very first by this 
journal; it is amusing to see how the 
organs of the Impossibles have ceased 
to pipe a note for their Hobby. They 
did not as much as honor it with a 
fonerol dirge. We never were able to 
give more than two or three of those 
who fought against the Canadian 
Tariff credit for sincerity. It is known 
now how insincere the self-constituted 
champion and his organ were. But what 
we particularly desire to advert to at 
the present moment is the eTidcnces 
of a healthy change in public opinion 
in the few Districts where iiublic 
opinion was wrong uj)on this suliject. 
Take as an example tlio rural Elootoral 
District of Now WoHtniiustcr. TJiere 
was, jjorhaps, not ii constituoncy in 
the whole Province wlioro opinion was 
more pronounced against the Canadian 
Tariff. At tho last general election 
every candidate, in order to get any 
OEOOaragemoiit at all, had to swear 
eternal opposition to a fiscal measure 
which it was contended would bring 
utter ruin upon the agricultural inter- 
ests of that important District. The 
two gentlemen elected to represent 
that constituency in the Legislative 
A.sscmbly did certainly do what little 
they could during the first sossion 
towards fulfilling their pledges 
on that qcestion, although we could 
not' altogether succeed in keeping down 
the suspicion that their actions were 
not in accord with their convictions. 
But the course pursued by these same 
gentlemen during the last session must 
be accepted as indubitable evidence of 
a complete revulsion in the opinion of 
their constituents and a release from 
their pledges upon the tariff question. 
For there were not in the Assembly any 
more earnest opponents of the 
"Modification" movement than tlicy. 
Mr Armstrong was especially out- 
spoken. "I voted last year for the 
Modified Tai-iff," said he ; "but I do 
not think there is now in niy district 
a man wlio would thank mo for sup- 
porting it;" and ho v(_)ted not only 
against Mr. Buiister's Modified TarilV 
scheme, but even went so far ns to 
vote against the aniendmeiit that 
"This House is of ()])iiiion that the 
tariff on barley, oats, hay, hops, 
potatoes, cheese, and butter l)e raised 
to the scale in force under the British 
Columbian Tariff, and that the Stamp 
Act be not enforced," although the 
expression of opinion was merely in- 
tended to influence Federal legislation 
and, consequently, was free from tho 
objection of being unconstitutional or 
impracticable. Now, all this must 
moan one of two things;--Eeithor 
the people of that imj^ortant agricul- 
tural District have turned square 
round from being ultra opponents to 
ultra admirers of the Canadian Tarifl ; 
or else their representatives have 
turned from their principles ami 
violated their pledges. Under all the 
circumstances, wc feel oouikUd arco])t 
tho former hyi)othesis; for it appeal's 
wholly inconceivable that tliese repre- 
Hontativos, especially tiie junior 
member, would have spolcen so 
strongly and voted so decidedly with- 
out knowing that he had tlio support 
and approval of his constituents in so 
radical a change on so iiiij)ortant a 
quostiou. Ansuming those things to 
bo so, wo may ho ])ernatlcd to con- 
gratulate tho people of the Lower 
Praser upon the fact that tlioy have 
come to think their pro.spe)-ity no 
longer depends upon being protected 

.'-against outside connjetition, — in other 
words, that they believe iu tho liberal 
and enlightened doctrine of "Tho 

' ^Mtest good io'the gi-eatest number." 
The case of New Westminster (rural) 
District has been selected because it 
fuiuishes the most notable instance of 
oonrersion that we are aware of. 
Perhaps of all the constituencies, that 
imiuediately outside of this city adheres 
most tenaciously to the idea of a 
"modified tariff" for Britsh Columbia. 
Quito certain it is that they have been 
grossly docoivod by their senior repre- 
MnUtire^ Froitx; the first battle he 



ran away. In the second, while 

lighting feebly and heartlessly on the' 
side of protection, ho was coquetting 
with, and encouraging tho enemy. 
Janus like, while declaring on the 
floor of (he House that British 
Columbia could liavo a iriodifleiil'vTari IT if 
she desired it, lie -sThisjJered in tho lobby 
tliat it was an impossibility ! It was, 
lidwovor, very differont with the junior 
member for "Victoria District. Ho, at 
least, was both houest and earnest in lii.s 
advocacy of a tariff giving protection to 
tho farmers. Nobody coidd suspect hiju 
of either cowardice or treachery in tho 
matter. But, whether the views of tho 
constituency have luulorgono any modi- 
fication or not, ovpji tho earnest, irroproa- 
aible, importunate Bunsteu must surely 
have become convinced by this time that 
it is all a miatake.—that we cannot get a 
Modified TaritT; and that it wduld bo 
doul)tful policy to have it if we could. 
Unquestionably pablio opinion ia rapidly 
settling down to the conviction that Bri- 
tish Columbia nctod wisely in accepting 
the Canadian Tariff, and that, to reimpose 
an oppressive tax upon tho noccss.aries of 
life under the iiiuno of "prdtciMidii" would 
be a niist.ike. In conclusion, may wo not 
1)0 pcnnittf'd to couf^ratulatc (mu'soIvor 
upon the complete triumpli of tho doc- 
trines so long and consistently advocated 
in these columns upon tho tariff question V 
It is little more than two years since our 
loeal contemporary frantically adjured 
tho 'constituencies to reject every man at 
the polls who would not oppose tho 
Canadian Tariff. 'Where is Clato now ?

country. "Oii the contrary, it often 
occurs that crimiimlswho arc lirought 
before grand juries are cilher acipiitod 
througli some inistakeu lenioiicy or 
from tho want of some important wit- 
ness ])Ui'posely kepi, out of the way. 
Arfuiii tho Council is of opinion that 
Avhou one or more Justices of tho Peace 
send a case (or trial either to the (Quar- 
ter Sessions or Assizes, both ju'osoeutor 
and witiics.ses nhould bo reij^tiii-ed to 
oilier iuto a rooognizaiice to appear at 
the place of trial, and that all criminal 
cases be taken direct before the court 
and petit jury for tri;d, iiistoad of av- 
ing lirst to go throuoh the ordeal of 
appearing before a e-raml jury. They 
believe that the ends of jiisl ico would 
bo better sorveil were tiiis method 
adojitod and tho system of i^raud juries 
Jiltogether abolished.
